Sorry for Them selves 
The governm ent was wholly un­ 
impressed by an apparent change 
of heart on the part of the Indian 
leaders. 
As I have explained in 
previous articles, the Indians had 
come to regret deeply the collapse 
of 
the 
Cripps 
negotiations 
over 
dominion status last summer. 
It 
was clear to me that they were sorry 
for themselves aud were prepared to 
make concessions if the case could 
be reopened. They even were ready 
to join the war effort and leave its 
direction in the hands of the ex- 
jierienced British and Allied com ­ 
mand. 
However, 
repentance 
obviously 
had come pretty 
late. 
By that 
time, too, the governm ent had the 
disorders well enough in hand so 
that it expressed complete confi­ 
dence in its ability to keep the lid 
on. 
Moreover, the Allied victory in 
Africa, and other United Nations 
successes, had created a sense of 
security which wasn’t calculated to 
encourage panicky concessions by 
officialdom. 
W ill Not Leave 
In short the government was so 
thoroughly fed up with the political 
position that it was decided to let 
the whole m atter rock until after 
the war. 
Observers even expressed 
the fear to me that England m ight 
get disgusted and quit India alto­ 
gether. 
I found nothing to support this 
idea of withdrawal, however. 
It 
isn’t one of John Bull’s character­ 
istics to quit under fire. 
M ost Indians with whom I talked 
would consider it a disaster if Eng­

roughages, the rearing of the dairy­ 
m an’s ow’n calves rapidly for proper 
size and early freshening. 
The problems of increasing pork 
and beef production are very .similar 
in principle to those of dairy* and 
poultry. 
Tile num ber of hogs and 
steers th at any Adams county farm ­ 
er is going to feed will be in part 
at least determ ined by his supply 
of home growrn grain. 
There will 
be a few' instances whf*re it will be 
profitable to feed either hogs or 
steers on purchased feed. 
However, 
this will be the exception, rather 
th an the rule. The shortage of pro­ 
tein supplem ents will again affect 
both of these meat production opera­ 
tors. 
Pasture again can be used very 
profitably by both swine and steer 
feeders to aid in th® feed shortage 
problem. 
It has been known for 
years th a t good improved pasture 
will reduce Hie feed requirem ents 
of growing pigs by 25 to 30 per cent, 
yet only relatively few' of our Adams 
county farm ers 
who are 
feeding 
hogs provide adequate am ounts of 
good pasture. The same thing holds 
true for the steer feeding, depend­ 
ing again upon his type of feeding 
program. 
Self-feeders 
and 
self- 
waterers have been advocated as a 
practical labor saving device for the 
hog feeder yet only a small portion 
of farm s have self-feeders available 
Too m any still feed in a trough 
with a bucket. 
A very practical way th a t hog 
m en are now increasing pork pro 
duction is to m arket their hogs at 
considerably heavier weights than 
was practical years ago. 
Present 
price of corn and the small differen­ 
tial 
between medium and 
heavy 
weight hogs h a s quickly brought 
this practice about. 
Likewise, the 
use of silage can be increased by 
our steer feeders to both reduce the 
cast of producing beef and also re ­ 
duce the am ounts of grain required 
The 
support 
of local 
livestock 
m arketing organizations should be 
carefully considered 
because 
they 
can play a very im portant part in 
guaranteeing a feeder a fair return 
for his finished product and a fair 
price for those anim als which he 
purchased. 
Increased 
attention 
should be given to the care and 
m anagem ent of brood sows so th a t 
a greater percentage of the pigs 
bom can be raised to m aturity.

THIS THING CALLED HATE 
No war can be won. and no perm a­ 
nent peace established upon the sole 
principle of hate. I do not hate the 
burglar th at breaks into my house, 
for I don’t know him. never heard 
of him. and have no desire to know 
him —but I hate all burglars as such 
and not because they happen to be 
hum an beings. 
I do not believe th at the m arvel­ 
ous display of courage on the part 
of the fighting boys in the armed 
services of the United Nations Is 
inspired by hate. 
I believe th a t it 
is inspired by a hatred of the things 
for which the enemy fights to force 
upon free men. 
They fight to the 
death to preserve th at freedom about 
which they know so much. 
I t’s in 
the blood and every fibre of their 
being. 
A m an can’t be healthy with 
poison in his system. 
Neither can 
a m an fight with poison in his 
heart. 
Free men fight for things 
great, not to establish destructive 
power—and hate does nothing but 
destroy. 
I ts hate that starts wars. 
plus its favorite ingredients—greed, 
jealousy, and avarice. 
We have all been brought up to 
hate wrong, and, in the w'ords of a 


universal and complete disarm ament. 
‘"We are willing to go to any 
lengths to further the ideal of dis­ 
arm am ent," the chancellor told the 
Associated 
Press. 
"B ut we insist 
that the same standards shall apply 
for all. 
Do away altogether with 
armies, if you please, and Germany 
will gladly scrap hers also.

Swing Shifts 
Swing shifts are schedules devised 
to perm it continuous, round-the- 
clock operation and still give each 
employe a day off in each work 
week 
Usually the employe has a 
different day off each week. Crews

seven days a week, night and day.

To obtain a deduction for travel­ 
ing expenses, which form an im­ 
portant item in the returns of many 
taxpayers, certain regulations must 
be observed. 
The taxpayer Is re­ 
quired to attach to his retiu-n a 
statement 
.showing the nature of 
business in which engaged, number 
of days away from home during the 
taxable year on account of business, 
total amount of expense incidental 
to meals 
and 
lodging, 
and total 
amount of ' other expenses” inci­ 
dent to travel and claimed as a 
deduction. 
Among the "other ex- 
peases” are tips, provided they are 
reasonable in amount. 
Traveling expenses are deductible 
only when the trip is on business. 
They are limited to such expenses 
as are reasonable and necessary in 
the conduct of the business and di­ 
rectly attributable to it. 
Traveling 
expenses 
incurred 
in 
connection with a journey to an­ 
other city to accept or seek employ­ 
ment are not deductible. Suburban­ 
ites who commute daily from their 
homes to their place of business are 
not permitted to deduct the cost of 
transportation, it being a ^personal 
expense. 
Claims for deduction for traveling 
expenses must be substantiated w hen 
required by the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, showing in de­ 
tail the amount and nature of the 
expense incurred.

Keeping waler out of the fuel sys­ 
tem is a matter of common sense 
and good corkerping rather than 
one of adopting experiments. Alco­ 
hol in the gas tank has been found 
effective in keeping water from 
freezing, but if he runs low on gas 
it may givr the driver troubles he 
can ill afford to have at this time. 
Two things ore very important in 
fighting the menace of water in 
the fuel line. The first Is to empty 
the fuel filter bowl regularly.

other Is to keep the gas tank as 
nearly full as possible 
Any tank 
that is well down will offer Just 
thot much more area of metal to 
become chilled and thus to encour­ 
age condensation.
